The Allen-Scoti Report 


Probe Aims For 
Better Hearing Aids

Washington, April IO — Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt is going to 
make one of her rare appear­ 
ances before Congress next w k 
to speak out for the nation’s 15 
million hard-of-hearing. 
The former First Lady will 
use the Senate Anti-Trust Sub­ 
committee as a forum to urge 
the government 
to help 
the 
hard-of-hearing Uke herself ob­ 
tain cheaper and better hearing 
aids. 
Mrs. Roosevelt has accepted 
an invitation from Senator Estes 
Kefauver, 
D-Tenn., 
chairman. 
to be the lead-off witness for 
his antitrust and price probe of 
the hearing aid industry. The 
hearings will open on April 18. 
The Senate’s leading trust - 
buster ordered the public hear­ 


ings after his subcommittee's 
preliminary investigation showed 
that four companies now make 
more than 85 percent of all the 
hearing aids sold in this country. 
Senator Kefauver found that 
the high cost — ranging from 
$12Q to $700 — was one of the 
major reasons why only approxi­ 
mately 3 million of the 15 million 
persons afflicted with poor hear­ 
ing wear these aids. 
Other evidence gathered by 
Senator Kefauver reveals that 
little or no improvement has 
been made in hearing aids dur­ 
ing the past five years, although 
original and upkeep costs have 
more than doubled during this 
period. 
Major manufacturers are be­ 
ing asked by Senator Kefauver 
to 
supply 
the 
sub-committee 
with their cost and profit figures.

There Es little 
doubt that Act 561 (Pennsyl­ 
vania’s School Reorganization 
Act) of the 1%1 session of the 
General Assembly has stirred 
up a "hornets nest.'1 Emotions 
have been aroused and fervor 
rather than reason have seem­ 
ed to dominate debate. 
The opponents are not con­ 
vinced that small school dis­ 
tricts are Inefficient. They also 
fear that large school districts 
are not responsive to the wish­ 
es and interests of the people 
and are more apt to accept 
State direction and dictation. 
So strong is this distrust of 
state direction 
of education 
that a ground swell of public 
sehtiment, 
directed 
towards 
repeal of the Reorganization 
Act In the 1963 session of th# 
Pennsylvania General Assem­ 
bly, seems to be rising. 
It is interesting to note that 
a similar but much stronger 
public 
reaction 
followed the 
passage of the “ Free School 
Act" in 183-4—yet in spite of 
its almost universal condemna­ 
tion the Act vvas not repealed 
In 1835!

in administration or supervision. 
The assistant superintendent in 
charge of instruction, a member 
of the staff of the projected unit, 
would be a well trained and cap- 
flble specialist in 
supervision. 
Hus function could well be: to aet 
up and direct programs of in- 
service training for teachers; 
supply leadership for curriculum 
improvement; help teachers to

None of the five chief school 
administrators, under the pres­ 
ent setup, perform these satis­ 
factorily because:

Reason rather than emotion 
should guide the people of Penn­ 
sylvania in making their decision 
about re-organization of school 
districts. Then, I am sure most 
will agree, the outcome will be 
altogether wise and proper.

Privately, Senator Kefauver is 
contending that the hearing aid 
investigation indirectly will be a 
boom for the industry, stating: 
"W hile it is my intention tc 
prod the industry to cut price* 
and improve their hearing aids, 
the hearings should aet as a 
stimulus 
for the hearing aid 
business. 
"U . S. health officials tell me 
that sales bf these aids should 
lie double the .DO.OOO now sold 
yearly. 
The 
publicity 
should 
boast tile sal s if the industry 
will reduce the prices.”

W AGE FLO O R CHECK — The 
I^bor Department is launching 
a wide-ranging survey to find 
out how many employers don t 
pay the wages the law says 
they must. 
Details of this nationwide sur­ 
vey, the first in five years, were 
outlined 
by 
Labor 
Secretary 
Arthur Goldberg in a report to 
the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee. 
It reveals that if the federal 
minimum wage law is widely 
violated, as some evidence now 
indicates 
Secretary 
Goldberg 
will ask Congree for ii) more 
investigators to get the facts 
for law suits, and (2) ihffcr 
penalties against violators. 
The F air I .abor Standards Act 
requires operators of about one 
million factories, mills, mines 
and stores to pay their 27.6 
million workers at least $1 an 
hour in some cases, and at least 
$1.13 in others* Ultimately, the 
minimum wage for all will rise 
to $1.23 an hour. 
Employers may be xued for 
back wages. And, it found to fc*? 
"wilful violators, 
they may be 
fined up to $10,000 or, for a 
.second offense, imprisoned. 
According to tile report, gov­ 
ernment investigators now cheek 
on only a small fraction every 
year because of the huge num­ 
ber of enwrpi 
l»rxl work 
covered. 
However, under the survey, 
more than 100,000 firms will be 
checked in an attempt to learn 
the full extent of non-compliance, 
the nature of violations, and 
the 
types 
of 
establishments 
breaking the law. Such data was 
last gathered in 1957.
